Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/18/2006 has been entered. 

Applicants amendment of claims 6, 10, 41 , 45 and 46 and the addition of new 
claims 47 and 48, in the paper 4/18/2006, is acknowledged. Claims 1, 4, 6, 10-16 and 
39-48 are at issue and are present for examination. 

Applicants' arguments filed on 4/18/2006, have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn.

Claim Objections 
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Claims 1, 4, 6, 39-41 and 45-48 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: Claims 1, 4, 6, 39-41 and 45-48 each recite "...or a full complement 
thereof. It is suggested that this be amended to "...or the full complement thereof, so 
as to maintain clarity that applicants claims are not drawn to those molecules that are 
not complementary to the full length of the recited sequences. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 4, 6, 10-16 and 39-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed toward non-statutory subject matter. In the absence of the 
hand of man, naturally occurring Insert and press F9'^are considered non-statutory 
subject matter. Diamond v. Chakrabarty, 206 USPQ 193 (1980). This rejection may be 
overcome by amending the claims to contain wording that specifies that the "full 
complement thereof portion of the claim is an isolated molecule. The problem found in 
the current claims can be illustrated more clearly by looking at claims 40, 47 and 48, 
which are each drawn to "an isolated nucleic acid which encodes a polypeptide" or "a 
full complement thereof. While claims 1, 4, 6, 10-16, 39, 41-46 are not as clear as 
claims 40, 47 and 48, they also can be interpreted in a similar fashion as encompassing 
non-statutory subject matter.
